120 CARGO SHIPS: 
BUILT IN 130 DAYS, 


Program on_ Schedule, 
With — ——— Rate 
Statement Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, ‘May 16. (AP).— 
The White House. said tonight that 
the nation’s vast cargo ship con- 
struction program was on sched- 
ule, and that “the American people 
can be assured that the shipyards 
will do the job assigned to them.” 

But a shortage-of. tonnage will 
continue, a statement said, “until 


sinkings throughout the world are 
brought under better control” and 
building gets into full swing. 

Specifically, the statement dis- 
closed that shipyards delivered 120 
new vessels in the first 130 days 
of 1942, or 20 per cent more than 
were built in all of 1941. This com- 
pares with a total of 111 American 
merchant ships reported sunk since 
Pearl Harbor. The United States, 
however, must build also to re- 
place ships sunk under the flag 
of other United Nations. 


Text of Statement. 


The text of the White House 
statement: 

“The latest reports on the pro- 
gress of the victory fleet program 
are reassuring and should clarify 
some of the confusion as to a 
shortage of ships. They show that 
there is no lag today in cargo 
shipbuilding. 

“The United States has been 
short of merchant tonnage since 
the war began in 1939. The condi- 
tion has been aggravated continu- 
ously’ since that time, particular- 
ly since Dec. 7, due to the far 
flung battle fronts, of the World 
War and to increased activity of 
Axis submarines, 

“To offset this situation, current 
reports by the Maritime Commis- 
sion show that American ship- 
yards are building merchant ves- 
sels faster than ever before in: the 
history of the world. Liberty ships 
are being built in less than one- 
half the time originally allotted. 
Some shipyards are well ahead of

Elbert L. Ford, attorney for the 
Kinsolving children, said that “‘due 
to the peculiar, eccentric and rath- 
er unusual well-known habits and 
characteristics of Dr. Kinsolving,” 
a search is being made to deter- 
mine if there is a later will than 
the qne in hand, made in St. Louis 
in 1917. If none is found, he said, 
the papers will be presented and 
filed. 

In such an event, it is deemed 
certain here, the relatives will at- 
tempt to break the will, thereby 
bringing about the “biggest law 
suit ever held in Dunklin County.” 
Will in Safe, Cash in Strong Box. 

The will was found by adminis- 
trators of the property in a heavy 
iron safe in the 16-room house 
where Dr. -Kinsolving lived alone 
until his death 11 days ago.

NEW YORK, May 16 (AP). —

The newspaper said that, fore- 
seeing possible difficulties over 
gasoline and tire rationing, it had 
started acquiring horses’ monthé 
ago to replace 180 motor-driven 
trucks.

Laval Back From Paris. 

Returning from a series of late 
night conferences in Paris (where 
he usually sees German author- 
ities and his fellow French cdédl- 
laborationists), Laval held a meet- 
ing of the cabinet, then read to a 
press conference what he said was 
the text of a United States note 
making six demands and his an- 
swer, declaring that these were a 
“grave blow to French sovereign- 

and that “France will not re- 
induish any of her rights over 
Martinique no matter what hap- 
pens.” 

In a bid for continued relations 
with Washington, however, he re- 
peated his assurances—first made 
May 5 in rejection of a. United 
States warning against resistance 
to British occupation of Madagas- 
car—that “the French Government 
today solemnly affirms it will nev- 
er take responsibility for an act 
which could compromise our re- 
lations with the American peo- 
ple.” 

But with chagrin, he remarked 
to the correspondents: “My pres- 
ence in the French Government 
does not exactly appear to inspire 
the entire confidence of the Wash- 
ington Government.” 

Six U..8. Demands. 

Laval’s version of the American 
note bore this out. He said the 
note, addressed to Admiral Robert, 
began: 

“The present chief of govern- 
ment of Vichy, having announced 
he would follow a policy of greater 
collaboration: with Germany, it no 
longer is possible for the American 
Government to maintain the agree- 
ments (of November, 1940)... 
regarding the French possessions 
in the Western Hemisphere since 
these possessions are under orders 
of Monsieur Laval.” 

The six demands, as he read 
them, were: (1) Immobilization of

LISBON, May 16 (AP).—Hitler 
eommitted the greatest blunder of 
hig: career when he took upon him- 

self the odium of declaring war 
upon the United States. That is 
the opinion held by those of us 
who lived in Germany and believe 
we understand German psychology. 
The Fuehrer completely - flab- 

bergasted the German people. 
Apparently he also so effectively 
stunned even his own intimate fol- 


Paul Joseph Goebbels, hitherto a 
master mind. at propaganda, for 
once failed correctly to estimate 
German psychology. 

For weeks and months the Nazi 
slogan in response to unfriendly 
acts by the United States had 
been: “We won't let ourselves be 
provoked.” 

Other Claims . Accepted. 

Even after Japan attacked the 
United States: German friends and 
acquaintances of every walk of 
life’ insisted that Hitler would 
merely offer a declaration of solid- 
arity with Japan but wouldn’t go 
beyond that. 

Hitler had been able to “sell” 
his war to the German people by 
claiming: 

That the Poles seized the Glei- 
witz*radio station before German 
troops moved; 

That the British and French de- 
clared a state of war existed with 
Germany;

_ All are to go home on the diplo- 
matic exchange ship Drottning- 
holm, which docked here today 
and began discharging 923 Ger- 
mans, Italians, Bulgarians and 
Hungarians. The Drottningholm’s 
sailing is scheduled for May 21. 

Among the Americans from Italy 
were the Rev. Hiram Gruber 
Woolf-of Elmira, N. Y¥., rector of 
St. Paul’s American Episcopal 
Church in Rome, who was arrest- 
ed Nov. 18 on suspicion of espi- 
onage; Harold Denny, New York 
Times correspondent, and Maj. 

Army ob- 
server, both of whom were cap- 
tured in Libya before the Axis 
went to war against the United 
States.

CHUNGKING, May 16 (AP). — 
The Chinese command announced

These attacks resulted in the sink- 
ing of several naval] vessels and 
serious damage to several others. 
In addition, a number of Army 
and Naval combat planes were ~ 
Hawaii, and many buildings, in- 
cluding barracks, hangars and re- 
pair shops, were wrecked. 

While these attacks were still in 
progress and in accordance with 
joint plans, the Army and Navy 
took immediate steps to meet the 
situation. A considerable portion 
of the Navy was then engaged, as 
it had been for several months, in 
convoying American vessels car- 
rying troops and supplies to our 
outlying bases and supplies to 
other countries under the provi- 
sions of the Lease-Lend Act. The 
existence of a state of war re- 
quired a strengthening of* these 
convoys and in some cases the use 
of Army bombers to furnish addi- 
tional protection. 

Shortly after the attack on Pearl 
Harbor, a large force of Japanese 
land-based aircraft bombed Phil- 
ippine islands. This attack had 
been expected in the event of war 
and, as a security measure, steps 
had been taken by the Army to 
reinforce the Philippine garrison 
in trained troops and modern ma- 
teriel prior to Dec. 7. These re- 
inforcements had been under way 
since late spring of 1941, and be- 
tween August and the outbreak of 
the war sizable augmentations in 
aircraft, modern artillery and 
tanks had been sent. Further re- 
inforcements were on the high seas 


en route when the attack came

First Dispersal of Troops 
To Far-Flung Stations, 


Four days after the Japanese at- 
‘tack on Pearl Harbor, Germany 
and Italy declared war upon the 
. United States. This immediately 
‘involved the nation in a conflict 
‘global in extent and involving 
strategic considerations unique in 
the history of this country. It 
necessitated the immediate garri- 
soning on a war basis of outposts 
extending from Alaska to Australia 
in the Pacific Ocean and from Ice- 
‘Jand to South America in the At- 
lantic. During the first three 
weeks of the war, and in conform- 
ity with previous plans, approxi- 
mately 600,000 American troops 
were moved to battle stations, 


- many of them thousands of miles 


distant, across the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans, under naval escort, 
through submarine-infested w-ters. 
Others went to our island bases 
in the Atlantic and Pacific, to the 
Canal Zone and to Alaska. A 
primary factor in the rapid move- 
ment of large numbers of troops 
and supplies overseas was the 
functioning of the ports of em- 
barkation which had been estab- 
lished prior to the beginning of the 
war, | 

Organized for the purpose of ex- 


pediting overseas shipments, these 


ports of embarkation were han- 
dling, even prior to Dec, 7, ton- 
mage greater in volume than the 
vast amount required during the 
World War.

‘ planning and the efficient co-oper- 


ation of the entire American rail- 
road system permitted the rapid 
movement within the United States 
of thousands of troops by rail 
from training areas in the central 
part to strategic points on both 
coasts.

The naval strength of the 
United Nations in the Orient ‘was 
further depleted during the’ first 
few days of the fighting by the 
loss of the British capital ships 
Prince of Wales and Repulse, 


Convoyed by a fleet which in- 
cluded capital ships and airplane 
carriers, the Japanese dispatched a 
powerful expeditionary force to the 
Philippine Islands, After several 
feints and abortive attempts at 
widely separated points, they were 
able to land troops in the northern 
and southern extremities of Luzon. 
These landings enabled them to 
seize airfields from which their 
bombardment and pursuit aviation 
a operate against our installa- 
ons, 


Subsequently, during the dark of 
the moon and in the face of deter- 
mined resistance by our defense 
forces and submarines, the enemy 
landed in numbers at Lingayen 
Gulf, northwest of Manila. About 
two-thirds of the submarines of 
the Asiatic Fleet were used to op- 
pose these landing operations and 
in spite of strong anti-submarine 
measures, they succeeded in sink- 
ing a number of enemy vessels and 
troop-laden landing barges, Heavy 
bombardment aircraft which had 
been ferried to the Philippines 
prior to the war took a heavy toll. 
It was only by sheer weight of 
numbers and in the face of heavy 
casualties that the Japanese were 
able to land and push back our 
beach defenses, 


Aim Finally to Make 
Cost as High as Possible. 


Long-standing tactical studies of 
Luzon indicated the Peninsula of 
Bataan, adjacent to the fortified 
island of Corregidor, as the terrain 
most suited for prolonged defense. 
Although thig plan involved evac- 
uation of the city of Manila, the 
retention of the fortified ap- 
proaches to Manila Bay denied the 
use of the Philippines’ greatest 
port to an invader as long as Cor- 
regidor held. The operations then 
resolved themselves into the mat- 
ter of delaying the Japanese ad- 
vance to the final defensive posi- 
tion and making it as costly as 
possible. This movement was skill- 
fully accomplished by the Ameri- 
can-Filipino forces under Gen. 

ur’s command. 


As the carefully timed with- 
drawal towards Bataan Peninsula 
progressed, landing fields for 
heavy bombardment airplanes be- 
came unavailable and these air- 
Planes were sent to Australia. The 
Navy bombers were sent to The 
Netherlands Indies. Although be- 
set with difficulties, these Army 
and Navy aircraft were able, by 
operating from the new bases, to 
continue the support of the Philip- 
pines. However, with the enemy 
in local control of the air, Manila 
Bay was rendered insecure for 
ships of any type and submarines 
could not be serviced, so Admiral 
Hart withdrew the remainder of 
the Asiatic fleet to the south, leav- 
ing behind a few auxiliary vessels 
and several small, but highly effec- 
tive, motor torpedo boats. Covered 
by the guns of Corregidor and 
other harbor defenses, the small 
craft controlled the waters of Ma- 
nila Bay and the fast torpedo boats 
constituted an important element 
in the Philippine defense by exact- 
ing a heavy toll on Japanese ship- 
ping. Many of the vessels which 
were withdrawn to the south were 
subsequently engaged in the battle 
of the Java Sea, The few pursuit 
aircraft which were able to eperate 
from Bataan gave a remarkable 
account of themselves and on one 
occasion made a devastating bomb- 
ing attack on Japanese shipping 
and installations in Subic Bay, 
though the planes had not been 
constructed for this purpose. 


Blockade of Bataan 
-Made Almost Complete. 


Established in his defensive po- 
sition on Bataan Peninsula, Gen, 
MacArthur was able to stabilize his 
front and beat off repeated and 
determined attacks which the 
Japanese made in strong numbers. 
However, the tightly drawn naval 
and air screen which the Japanese 
were able to place around the 
island of Luzon made delivery of 
food and ammunition to the Ameri- 
can forces difficult; With respect 
to food, the problem was further 
complicated by the presence on 
Bataan of thousands of noncomba- 
tants who had moved into the 
areas with the American forces. 
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ade was felt and the Bataan gar- 
rison was placed on half rations 
and all necessary steps were taken 
to conserve the ammunition sup- 
ply. Determined efforts were made 
to move supplies-to the Philippines 
from Australia and other places. 
Some naval and some blockade 
runners succeeded in getting 
through with food and ammu- 
nition, but for every ship that suc- 
ceeded in running the blockade, 
two were sunk by enemy action, 
As time progressed, the Japanese 
blockade, operating in Central 
Philippine waters, was so tight- 
ened that it became almost im- 
possible to move the supplies accu- 
mulated in Mindanao and the 
Visayan islands to our beleaguered 
forces on Bataan, * 


High Morale During ps 
Epic Philippine Fighting. 
For more than three months the 

defenders of Bataan, reinforced 

by Marines and Bluejackets, held 
out against every type of onslaught 
by the Japanese. Fighting side: by 
side, Americans and Filipinos alike 
met these attacks with a determin- 
ation and unity of spirit which 

Japanese superiority in men and 

materiel could not overcome, Due 

to heavy casualties and his inabil- 
ity to advance, the enemy was re- 
quired to move to the Philippines 
additional combat units which had 
been scheduled for action else- 
where. With these fresh troops, he 
was able, through the prodigious 
use of aircraft, tanks and artillery 
fire, to keep the weary defenders 
under constant harassment day and 
night. Finally, reduced to 15 ounces 
of ‘food per day for several weeks, 
the defenders became so weakened 
by exhaustion from the heavy 
fighting and continuous infiltration 
that they were physically unable 
to carry through a last desperate 
counterattack and were over- 
whelmed, However, small portions 
of this force were withdrawn to 
the island of Corregidor during 
the last hours of the epic struggle. 

With the fall of Bataan, the de- 
fense of the island of Luzon en- 
tered upon a final phase. Corregi- 
dor and the other island forts at 
the entruance to Manila Bay were 
subjected to continuous air and 
artillery attacks. Corregidor was 
bombarded day and night by en- 
emy aircraft and by hostile batter- 
ies from the north and south 
shores of Manila Bay. The morale 
of the defenedrs was high and Cor- 
regidor was held with the same 
grim determination as was Bataan. 

However, the devastating artillery 

and air attacks, combined with a 

shortage of food and ammunition, 

sealed the fate of the brave gar- 
rison.

American Outlook 


Transformed Over Night. 


The Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor, Dec. 7, 1941, transformed 
over night the American outlook 
with respect to world affairs, In 
fact, at the time of the Japanese 
attack, our announced purpose was 
hemisphere defense and only regu- 
lar Army troops, which constituted 
a small proportion of our growing 
military establishment, were per- 
mitted by law to be moved out- 
side the Western Hemisphere ex- 
cept to our own territory. In en- 
gaging in an amphibious war, 
world-wide in extent, tremendous 
distances, both by air and by sea, 
immediately become a primary 
factor, The American concept of 
conducting a war has always been 
and will continue to be offensive 
in nature. Sound military policy 
requires the concentration of all 
available resources on a main ef- 
fort with the maximum economy 
of forces in secondary theaters. 
This situation may result in ap- 
parent reverses which are, within 
the large strategie picture, actual- 
ly successes, 

During the preparatory phase 
for offensive action, both the Army 
and the Navy have carried out 
a number of successful thrusts 
which will have a lasting effect 
upon the strategic situation. The 
Navy has conducted spectacular 
raids on Japanese installations and 
shipping in the Marshall and Gil- 
bert islands, at Wake and Marcus 
Islands and in the Lombok and 
Macassar Straits. In this latter 
action, against numerically supe- 
rior enemy forces, various units 
of our Asiatic fleet disrupted a 
large-scale landing operation ‘on 
the coast of Borneo, sinking many 
transports and damaging a number 
of enemy war vessels, with no loss 
of ships and only minor injuries to 
your personnel. Combined American 
and Australian land-based air 
forces participated in a highly suc- 
cessful joint operation which se- 
verely crippled Japanese shipping 
and shore facilities at two ports 
on the Island of New Guinea. The

Must Display Prices. 

For about 100 types of basic 
“cost-of-living” articles specified 
by OPA, retailers must display 
their maximum prices—either on a 
single, clearly visible list, or on the 
articles themselves. 

The list of cost-of-living com- 
modities includes basic articles of 
clothing, yard goods, tobacco, com- 
mon household drugs, fresh beef 
and pork, certain canned vegeta- 
bles and fruits, bread, fresh milk 


and cream, sugar, coffee and co- 


coa, Booklets containing the com- 
plete list may be obtained from 
the St. Louis Office of Price Ad- 
ministration in the Paul Brown 
Building. 

Each store, and each outlet of 
chain stores, must determine its 
own price ceilings, based on its 
highest March prices. 

Although the store cannot in- 
crease prices beyond that point, it 
can reduce them. Since ceilings 
will vary from store to store, buy- 
ers may shop in several stores to 
find the lowest prices. 

If the size or quality of a com- 
modity is reduced, its price ceiling 
must be proportionately lowered. 

Price ceilings for retail service 
establishments, such as laundries, 
dry cleaners, tailors, and repair 
shops, will be established July 1. 
The highest price charged in March 
will be their maximum. 

Exemptions from the OPA price 
fixing rules include eggs and poul- 
try; all milk products except milk 
and cream sold at retail, and ice 
cream; flour, mutton and lamb; 
fresh fish and seafood; motion pic- 
tures, books, magazines, newspa- 
pers and periodicals; used automo- 
biles; meals and drinks sold at res- 
taurants; and raw, unprocessed 
farm products. 

Local Board Administration. 

In announcing the order, Price 
Administrator Leon Henderson said 
local war price and rationing 
boards would be established to ad- 
minister the regulations. Details 
on this plan have not been received 
by the local office, although it is 
thought a number of boards will 
be created in St. Louis and St. 

County. 

A merchant found guilty of vio- 
lating the rules can be fined $5000 
and imprisoned for a year; his li- 
cense to do business, automatically 
granted with the act, may be sus- 
pended for a year, and customers 
may file civil suits for $50 or 
treble damages, whichever is larger.

History of the Kinsolving hold- 
ings dates well back of the cen- 
tury’s turn when S. K. Egan sold 
shoes in this section, taking land 
for debts.

She was known ——— as 
the “Belle of Cincinnati,” and 
legend tells of her charm.

He built 
the 16-room house that somewhat 
resembles the river steamboats 
that used to dock out in front 
when the home overlooked Little 
River. 


Several years after the marriage 
Dr. Anderson died, and Dr. Kin- 
solving, who attended him, married 
his widow. ; 


About that time people around 
Hornersville began remarking 
about Dr. Kinsolving’s peculiari- 
ties—particularly about his geese. 
They were amazed when he turned 
great flocks of them into his cot- 
ton fields. They were more amazed 
when the geese did not touch 
growing cotton but lined up like 
workmen along the row and ate 
the grass. 
‘At one time the doctor had a 
flock of 3000 and there are still 
2000 feathered workers on his 
lands. ; 

Snakes in Basement. . 

The doctor also fancied snakes 
and used to walk about Horners- 
ville with a black racer twined on 
‘his arm. In recent years he is said 
to have given a big rattler lodging 
in his woodyard and placed harm- 
less snakes in the basement. He 
said they Killed rats, but it is now 
generally believed Dr. Kinsolving 
kept them there as guards of his 
treasure,

Three Packards, dating back 
over the years, rust in his garages, 
all with comparatively little mile- 
age on their speedometers.

—Col. Claude C, Earp, State 
d ‘director, announced tonight 
that volunteers from the 1-B draft 
classification would be accepted 


next month for limited — 


service in the Army, 

“No call will go out for * 
men, as in the case of 1-A men,” 
he said, “It is a matter of pure 


voluntary patriotism.” 


Earp said authorization for ac- 
cepting 1-B volunteers came from 
Washington and caught. State 
headquarters without sufficient 
time to notify all the 175 local 
boards. 

“But this information will be in 
the hands of local boards within 
a few days,” he said. “The 1-B men 

who wish to volunteer should not 
wait but should go immediately to 
the local board office and fill out 
the necessary forms.” 

This is the first time Army en- 
listments had been opened up for 
1-B men—those deferred for physi- 
cal reasons. 

“These men will be taken in for 
limited military service only,” Col. 
Earp said, “and will have ample 
opportunities for promotion. They 
will undergo an eight-week train- 
ing period, and, should their physi- 
cal coridition be sufficiently im- 
proved at the end of that time, 
they will be considered qualified 
for general military service.” 

Not all 1-B applicants will be ac- 
cepted. But the Army will take 
those volunteers who are only 
slightly underweight, who are 
sightless in one eye, whose vision 
can be brought to 2040 with 
glasses in either eye, or who have 
been rejected for other minor de- 
fects.

Tipton’s reply to Judge Gantt’s 
Op n'on, which also was suppressed 
three other Judges had prepared 
answers to Judge Gantt’s dissent- 
ing opinion but did not attempt 
to place them in the court recaqrd, 
it was learned. The three were 
Judges Ellison, Clark and Leedy. 

Judge Gantt said he was not in- 
clined, in the present situation, to 
make public his opinion in his ca- 
pacity as a private citizen. If he 
were to make it public as a pri- 
vate citizen it would not have the 
privilege which attaches to a court 
record. 

Tipton’s Comment. 

Judge Tipton had suggested that 
Judge Gantt was free, as a private 
citizen, to make his opinion public. 

“TI am willing,” Judge Tipton 
said, “to have Judge Gantt’s opin- 
ion published either as a state- 
ment of a private citizen or as a 
court record. There is nothing in 
the court order which would pre- 
vent Judge Gantt from making 
public his opinion as a private 
citizen.”

Admitting that Christmas gifts 
were scant and scarce this year 
and the traditional candles were 
missing because all available sup- 
plies had been sent to the Rus- 
sian. front, Goebbels suddenly 
warned the people not to forsake 
their leaders and the fighting 
troops as they had done in 1918. 

It was decidedly poor psychology 
to remind Germans of their de- 
feat in 1918 so soon after the dec- 
laration of war on the United 
States. It was even worse psy- 
chology to admit the possibility of 
a recurrence of 1918. 

Hardly were the Christmas ‘days 
over: when a further blow to Ger- 
man morale was delivered by the 
Reich's sports leader, who urged 
every patriot to surrender his 
skiis.

BATTLE OF KERCH 
OVER, BERLIN SAYS 


BERLIN (From German broad- 
casts), May 16 (AP),—The German 
high command announced tonight 
in a special statement that the 
battle of the Kerch peninsula “has 
been brought to a victorious con- 
clusion.” 

Earlier the high command had 
reported the capture of the ancient 
town of Kerch and its harbor and 
the overrunning of practically the 
entire peninsula after a week of 


battle against stubborn Russian re- 


sistance, ; 

(The German-controlled Paris 
radio said tonight that the Ger- 
mans and Rumanians had taken 
50,000 Russian prisoners on the 
Kerch peninsula, but that Russian 
units remained between Parpatsch, 
at the neck of the isthmus, and 
the town of Kerch, The necessity 
of mopping these up, the broadcast 
said, had slowéd down Axis opera- 
tions.) 

The Germans launched their fu- 
rious drive on Kerch on May &. 
The military spokesman of the 
Wilhelmstrasse last Tuesday called 
the operations “the first great of- 
fensive undertaking since the win- 
ter defensive.” 

He termed the Kerch peninsula 
important because it had been 
strongly fortified by the Russians 
as a springboard for major opera- 
tions. 

The high command said Russian 
attacks on the Kharkov front were 
repelled in hard fighting and “Ger- 
man counterattacks were success- 
ful.” It said the Russians thus 
far have lost 180 tanks. 

(A dispatch from Bern, Switzer- 
land, said the Berlin correspondent 
of the Basler Nachrichten quoted 
German sources as saying the Rus- 
sians made “local penetrations” in 
the Nazi line in the Kharkov sec- 
tor, obliging the Nazis to throw in 
fresh troops.) 

In the far northern Murmansk 
area, Soviet attacks cost the Red 
Army more than 8000 dead, much 
war material and many prisoners, 
and gained no ground in the face 
of the German resistance, the high 
command said, 

The German air force destroyed 
an enemy transport in Kola Bay 
and damaged a merchant ship with 
bombs, it added.

Madison acquired the bridge 
three years ago for $2,300,000, issu- 
ing revenue bonds in that amount 
to pay for it.

Tax Consolidations. 


Consolidation of the -State tax- 
collecting agencies into one cen- 
tral revenue department undoubt- 
edly will be proposed to the 1943 
Legislature, in an attempt to mod- 
ernize the present patchwork sys- 
tem under which 10 departments 
assess various taxes and eight of 
these departments collect them. 
Former Gov. Lioyd C. Stark and 
Gov. Donnell both have urged a 
central revenue department, with- 
out success. Lesser elective State 
officials, with political patronage 
at stake, blocked the proposals. 
Gov. Donnell again will seek 
adoption of a merit system for em- 
ployes in State departments. The 
1941 session turned thumbs down 
on his merit system recommenda- 
tion. Merit bills, in various forms, 
failed in previous sessions. Don- 
nell’s recommendation was for a 
system under which State em- 
ployes, except persons in policy- 
making positions and their imme- 
diate assistants, would be selected 
by merit examinations, and be sub- 
ject to removal only for cause. 


Numerous defense measures, to 
set up adequate State emergency 
laws and to enlarge the powers of 
the State Council of Defense, have 
been urged by the Council of State 
Governments and other agencies. 
These proposals may form a 
major program before the 1943 
session, if no special session is 
convened, 

Such proposals include measures 
for enforcement of defense orders 
and regulations, blackouts, statu- 
tory powers for air raid and fire 
wardens, military traffic control, 
setting up of emergency health 
and sanitation areas, mobilization 
for fire defense, registration of 
arms, relaxation of trade barriers, 
State co-operation in rationing pro- 
grams, acceptance of Federal 
grants, defense housing, establish- 
ing defense areas, additional police 
and reserve troops, and other 
emergency State powers. - 


Criminal Code Reform. 


Among other legislative ques- 
tions which probably will be before 
the 1943 Legislature, some of them 
victims of legislative opposition to 
reform in more than one previous 
session, are the following: 

- Reform of the antiquated crim- 
inal code, regularly proposed since 
the 1925 session and regularly 
smothered, chiefly by the opposi- 
tion of lawyer-legislatars with prac- 
tice in criminal cases.

Employes Now, 310,000 by 
End of Year—City Aswarm 
With Army and Navy Men 
and Allied Personnel.

WASHINGTON, May 16. 

HE tide of war is sweeping at the flood 
1 through the capital. Wars in the past 

have disrupted the staid course of Gov- 
ernment, but never with such a violent im- 
pact as this conflict with its world-wide ram- 
ifications. 

For people outside, even In boom areas, 
it is difficult to realize what the overcrowd- 
ing and the congestion mean here. The won- 
der is not that there is confusion in some 
Government offices but that it is not 10 
times confounded. By a kind of magic the 
war agencies are expanding at a rate that 
bewilders even those of us who saw the ex- 
pansion of Government under the New Deal. 

The number of Government employes here 
practically will be doubled in less than two 
years, according to the best available esti- 
mates, The total in February of 1941 was 
161,862. Today it is approximately 250,000 
and by the end of the year officials of the 
Civil Service Commission estimate it will be 
310,000. Despite strenuous efforts to decen- 
tralize peacetime. departments, only about 
6700 employes actually have left Washing. 
ton. In addition, a number of workers have 
transferred from regular to war agencies. 


Thousands of Uniforms

And this is only civilian personnel. It 
does not include the thousands of officers 
in uniform who swarm over the whole town, 
occupying the numerous buildings that the 
War and Navy departments have taken over. 
Nor does it include the enlisted men who 
come in and out of the capital in a cease- 
less current which passes between the near- 
by camps and the departments, the great 
Walter Reed Hospital and the naval medical 
center on the edge of the city, the comings 
and goings of men on furlough.

temporary building have been constructed 
during the past year at an average cost of 
$835,000 a building. This is some sort of a 
world’s construction record. The 27 new 
“Tempos” provide a total net working area 
of 3,292,156 square feet. Some idea of what 
this means comes out of a comparison with 
the RCA building in Rockefeller Center in 
New York, the largest office structure in the 
world. The RCA building, 850 feet high, 
contains’ 2,924,036 square feet which pro- 
vides space for 26,000 persons to work. At 
the’ rate of 80 square feet for each worker, 
the new “Tempos” will house approximately 
40,000 Government employes. 

The new buildings were largely pre-fabri- 
cated, put together from asbestos wall board 
cut to a standard size. Window and door 
frames, roofing and other materials were de- 
livered on the job in standard size. A care- 
ful co-ordination was worked out between 
the building trades which made it possible 
to do the record construction job. At the 
start 500 men were on the site ready to go 
to work. As the building progressed, this 
number was increased to 2000. Under this 
system it took from 38 to 60 days to com- 
plete a building. 


Functional, Unadorned, 
Probably Hot in Summer. 


The “Tempos” are completely functional, 
without any ornament whatsoever, and they 
promise to be hot in Washington’s sub-tropi- 
cal summer. There are few partitions in the 
interiors and even relatively important execu- 
tives perforce sit in full view surrounded by 
stenographers and clerks. Every available 
foot of space has been occupied by these gray 
barracks. Even Washington’s beautiful mall, 
with its sweep from the steps of the Capitol 
to Arlington across the Potomac, has been 
encroached on, although thus far it has not 
actually been violated. 


So rapidly is the face of the capital chang- 


jing that even permanent residents find it dif- 


ficult to follow the changes. Within ap- 
proximately 40 days the little triangular park 
across from the Willard and Washington Ho- 
tels on Pennsylvania Avenue was occupied 
by a “Tempo,” an outsize “Tempo” that 
houses the United States Information Center 
over which such a controversy has grown up. 


Across the river in Arlington County the 
War Department is building what may well 
be the largest office structure in the world, 
larger even than the RCA Building. Twenty- 
four hours a day, under huge searchlights at 
night, work on this colossus is being pushed. 
The War Department, reluctant to give out 
information about the use to’ which it will 
be put, indicates that not new workers but 
tenants of present overcrowded quarters will 
for the most part be housed there. 

By comparison the boom of World War I 
was merely Government as usual. In 1917 
and 1918 12 temporary buildings were put 
up to take care of wartime workers who at 
the peak at the end of 1918 reached a total 
of 117,000. ._Of frame and stucco, they took 
considerably longer to build than the present

The 1932 Picture. 


In 1932 unemployment and low 
farm prices had deprived a very 
large portion of the consuming 
public of their purchasing power. 
Perhaps as many as a half of all 
American families had hardly 
enough to buy food. They had no 
money for new automobiles, re- 
frigerators, radios or even for that 
matter clothes. 

In the boom year of 1928 the 
automobile industry produced 
4,358,759 cars. As the downward 
spiral of depression, which had 
begun in 1929, gathered momentum 
this was swiftly reduced. The 
figure for 1932 was 1,370,678. 

While one-half, or virtually one- 
-half, of the population had been 
impoverished in 1932, there were 
still people with large incomes 
who could buy anything they 
wanted, including large, expensive 
motor cars. It is just here that the 
difference between 1932 and the 
prospect for 1943 comes in. No 
one, with minor exceptions, will be 
able to buy a new motor car at 
the end of '48 or a new radio or a 
new refrigerator or a new vacuum 
cleaner. 

Those durable consumer goods 
are no longer manufactured. That’ 
is a sizable chunk taken out of 
what is available for John Doe and 
his family. The factories that were 
making autos and radios are mak- 
ing tanks and airplanes. 

In 1932 the average amount of 
goods available for each individual 
was equivalent to $370. That is, 
taking the whole pile of food, 
clothing, shoes, motor cars and so 
on, and dividing it by the number 
of millions of people you got an 
amount equal to a money value of 
$370. That is the size of the slice 
of pie—measured in the same sta- 
tistical fashion—that each indi- 
vidual will be getting at the end 
of 1943. 


Equalized Incomes in ’43. 

In 1943 incomes will be far more 
nearly equalized than they were in 
1932. Almost everyone who can 
work will be working next year. 
Wages, with overtime, will be com- 
paratively high. At the same time 
through drastic new taxes big in- 
comes at the top will be more 
radically curtailed than ever be- 
fore. 

President Roosevelt jn his recent 
fireside talk and message to Con- 
gress asked that taxes be applied 
which would make it impossible 
for anyone to have a larger net in- 
come than $25,000 a year. That is 
approximately the British mini- 
mum, No one, probably not even 
the President himself, believes that 
Congress will go that far this year. 
Persons with large incomes may 
be allowed to keep as much as 
$50,000 or even $75,000. 

If persons with top incomes have 
any money left over after they 
have paid for the upkeep of their 
estates and the hire of their ser- 
vants, and, .incidentally, servants 
will be harder to get under full 
employment, they can buy what 
luxury goods are available. If a

will have twice as much money to 


capital, he can buy it if he can 
find it on the market. Neither 
rugs nor silver services are being 
imported and they will not be im- 
ported until the end of the war 
but if men and women in the lux- 
ury class want to go on exchang- 
ing such goods among themselves 
no one will object. In England it 
is reported that many families who 
cannot sustain. former standards 
out of available income are dip- 
ping into capital, 

But the rich man no more than 
the average citizen will be able to 
buy an automobile. As more and 
more commodities are rationed, the 
limit of his purchases will be de- 
fined just as they are defined for 
the average family, regardless of 
income. The sugar ration in the 
big house will be based on a fixed 
amount for each individual living 
in the house just as it will be for 
the suburban bungalow. 

No longer- will it be possible to 
charter an airplane or a private 
car no matter how. much money 
one has. Transportation is soon 
to be rationed with other scarce 
commodities. 


More Even Distribution. 


‘Zn other words, the total of 
goods available to the consumer 
will be more evenly distributed, 
If butter becomes scarce, ag a re- 
sujt of heavy shipments to Brit- 
ain, then this commodity, too, will 
be rationed so that it will be avail- 
able in limited quantities to all, 
In 1932 millions of families could 
not afford to buy butter or milk 
or oranges. 

The total income for 1941 is put 

at 92 billion dollars. Nineteen 
hundred and forty-one was a boom 
year in consumer goods, exceeding 
even 1928. The total number of 
automobiles made, for ‘example, 
was 4,838,561, which compares with 
another recent boom year, 1937, 
when the number of cars sold was 
4,808,974. 
Total income for 1942 is esti- 
mated at two different levels, one 
on the basis of a successful wage 
stabilization at the level of March 
of this year; the other on the 
basis of upward trends of 1941 con- 
tinuing unchecked. With wages 
successfully stabilized the total for 
the current year is estimated at 
110 billion | dollars, by far the 
largest in the history of the coun- 
try. If the effort to stabilize 
wages fails, the total is put by 
statisticians at 117 billion dollars, 
This includes soldiers’ pay, al 
though the measurement boys have 
not been able to decide whether, 
on the whole, soldiers’ pay will be 
spent by families at home or by 
men in the field, many of them 
abroad, 


86 Billions to Spend. 


Of the 117 billion dollar total, 
taxes and savings will absorb 31 
billions. This leaves 86 billions to 
be spent for approximately 65 bil- 
lions of consumer goods, which is 
all that will be available. Sub- 
tracting 65 from 86, the statis- 
ticians get 21 billion dollars of 
purchasing power in excess of the 
goods that are to be had. But 
this can be reduced another four 
billion dollars by the fact that 
prices have risen so fast that, fig- 
uring at the March, 1942, level, 
consumers will pay 68 billions 
for a total amount of goods and 
services that were valued in 1941 
prices at 65 billions. So the total 
of the inflationary gap this year is 
17 billions.

Would Use Prison Sirens. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
UESDAY night we had our first taste 
of an air-raid warning. Sure enough, 
at the appointed hour of 7:30 p. m., the 
whistles began to give forth their blasts 
and toots at intermittent intervals.

Congressmen from the nine “community property” 
states—Oklahoma, Louisiana, Texas, Arizona, New 
Mexico, California, Nevada, Oregon and Washington

Under the rules of Judge-made law, a dissenting 
opinion can become just as important as a ma 


jority ruling. It is necessary to recall only the fa-’ 


mous dissents of Holmes and Brandeis, How could 
they have had their far-reaching effect if, instead of 
becoming part of the record, they had been only 
ephemeral statements delivered as private citizens? 

Judge Gantt’s opinion should not be deprived of 
its official nature if for no other reason than the 
dangerous precedent this would set. The right of 
dissent must be preserved on the bench, It makes 


‘the difference between the democratic administration 


of justice and arbitrariness and irresponsibility. 

But beyond this question of the manner in which 
this dissent should be published ig the fundamental 
necessity for undoing its suppression—this effort 
to keep from the people a significant factor in the 
determination of a case of the utmost importance. 

Rejoined by Judge Douglas, the men who made this 
terrible mistake should move at once to correct it. 
They ought not to wait on the filing of writs and 
briefs.

THE RELEASE OF EARL BROWDER. 


President Roosevelt, basing his action on the prin- - 


ciple of equal justice for all, and likewise on the 


realistic fact that the United States is now an ally 


of Soviet Russia, has commuted the sentence of Karl 
Browder, leader of the Communist party of the 
United States. te 

There is no doubt that Browder was guilty as 
charged, In applying for a passport, he had given 
a false answer to one of the questions asked him. 
There is no doubt, either, that in sending him to 


prison for four years and assessing a fine of $2000, 


the Judge punished Browder far more severely than 
other men have been punished for the same offense, 
A comparison of such other cases demonstrates this 
fact. 

Any objective study of the case, free of passion 
or prejudice, must show that Browder, who has al- 
ready served 14 months at Atlanta and would soon be 
eligible for parole, was punished for his political 
opinions as well as his violation of the law governing 
the issuance of passports. 

In the Browder ease, the crashing events in Europe 
argue most strongly for his.release, Since he was 
sent to prison, Germany began its blitzkrieg on Rus- 
sia, and the magnificent fight the Soviets have made 
has not only aroused the admiration of the world, 
but the continuance of that fight is absolutely ‘vital 
to America’s self-interest. It would be a contradic- 
tion if President Roosevelt, on the one hand, should 
engage in every effort to aid Russia in its war 
against the Nazis and, on the other, fail to commute 
the unjust sentence of a Communist leader. 

The President’s action is sure to have repercus- 
sions in Russia favorable to the United States, just 
as American public opinion would respond favorably 
if the shoe were on the other foot, if some popular 
American citizen, who had been punished too se- 


| verely for a crime in Russia, were released by the 


Kremlin as an earnest of good faith in its alliance.

The man whose executive or- 
der had brought this to pass was Leon Hen- 
derson, Federal Price Administrator, 

Mr. Henderson is not an elected officer of 
the United States. He is a Government em- 
ploye, a statisticlan who has risen by suc- 
cessive appointments to his present place 
of power. When he scrawled his name at 
the foot of the series of regulations which 
he published that afternoon—they filled two 
eight-column pages in the New York Times 
for April 28—he was, in the words of that 
paper, imposing “a new design for living” 
on every person, every household and almost 
every business in the United States,

The 
scene which took place in that Washington 
room when Mr. Henderson announced his 
price regulations marked a new high point 
in America’s own. “managerial revolution.” 


Here and there, individuals are trying to 
convince themselves that all that is happen- 
ing in the United States today is merely 
the adoption of a series of temporary 
measures to meet a war emergency. Let 
the emergency,pass, let peace be declared, 
and they predict that the nation will drop 
back into the capitalistic patterna which it 
has followed from its birth. But is.this a war 
program, destined to pass with the war?

The National. Resources Planning Board 
has shown that if the war should continue 
until 1944 and stop then, there would be at 
least 27,000,000 men released from the Army 
and from war industries: who, unless they 


- could be absorbed in an economy kept pro- 


ducing at maximum levels, would precipi- 
tate not simply an economic depression but 
a complete collapse. In some way those 


27,000,000 men must be absorbed in produc-. 


tive industry. Only a Government-planned 
economy can cope with such a problem. 

More important, ,the American people 
have glimpsed the possibilities of an econ- 
omy of abundance in this war emergency. 
The dogmas of finance no longer persuade 
them. They know that when a community, 
a nation, has sufficient materials and suffi- 
cient man power, it can produce on a 
hitherto undreamed-of scale without worry- 
ing about a debt or interest rates or returns 
on investment, And they reason that if.a 
nation can thus be kept producing in maxi- 
mum volume in time of war, it can do the 
same thing in time of peace.

IS ALLIED VICTORY 
IN 1942 POSSIBLE?”

Mid-May of this crucial year of 
1942 has been ushered in by a deep- 
ening new crescendo of battle. 

No continent or sea is untouched 
by a war that has no limits. Man- 
kind everywhere has no certain 
refuge from the hardships of war 
or the horrors of destruction that 
fall unheralded from the sky or 
leap unannounced from the depths 
of the sea. 

Yet in the midst of the ever- 
mounting conflict of conquest losed 
upon the globe by the Axis blos- 
soms one hope in the hearts of 
men who love freedom more than 
life. It is that this final tumult will 


that somehow, somewhere’ it will 
be made clear before winter that 
the Axis war lords are being herded 
into the pit of destruction they 
have dug for themselves.

It is Nazi legions, 
not the Russians, which are being 
hurled into this climactic clash now 
with the bitter taste of defeat for 
the first time on their lips.

United States, chiefly because our 
excellent rail and motor facilities 
made it less necessary here than in 
The amount of 
freight and mail carried by air in 
Europe is many times the tonndge 
carried here. Such localities as 
Newfoundland, Alaska and the in- 
terior of South America, having 
few rail or motor connections with 
the population centers, depend on 
air transports for cargoes of almost 
every kind. 


Bottleneck Breakers. 

Most of the Army’s air freight 
service now is done in moderate- 
size planes. The cargo is chiefly 
parts urgently needed by ai e 
factories, 


They have done many a spectacu- 
lar job of breaking bottlenécks in 
a matter of hours, rushing in some 
gadget the lack of which was hold- 
ing up production. One historic 
trip was made to Wake Island in 
January, when a plane carried in 
a 709-pound crank shaft for a trac- 
tor which was grading and extend- 
ing a naval air base field. Work 
stopped when the tractor broke 
down, but a radio call, for help 
brought the flying express and the 
tractor got back into service in less 
than a week. 


Germany was the first power to 
make use of transport planes for 
important military purposes. 
Comparison as Carriers. 

The airplane’s relatively small 
carrying capacity is its chief draw- 
back as a freighter, but some ex- 
perts say the plane’s speed makes 
up for this handicap. Loening 
points out that it takes about two 
months for a convoyed freighter, 
moving .at eight and one-half 
knots, to travel the 12,000 miles 
from New York to the - Persian 
Gulf. Allowing for unloading and 
refitting time, the ship can make 
no more than two and one-half 
round trips a year. As it carries 
about 6000 tons of freight, it will 
deliver 15,000 tons a year.

Little Known 
Of How Japan 
Treats Captives

F the conditions under which 
Americans taken prisoner by 
the Japanese are living very 
little is known, a survey by the 

Post-Dispatch reveals. 

What is known is a carefully 
guarded secret, especially since a 
dispute has developed among the 
five or six departments involved 
over what information shall be giv- 
en out. An attempt is being made 
now to get these departments to 
agree on an announcement that 
would make public virtually all 
that is now known. 

So far as can be discovered in 
off-the-record talks with various 
officials in these departments, there 
is no official] evidence to support 
the reports of atrocities which 
have from time to time appeared 
in the press. At the same time 
officials are frank to admit that 
about the conditions of prisoners 
in Hongkong, the Malayan Penin- 
sula and The Netherlands East In- 
dies they know very little. 

Some information has reached 
Washington about the status of 
Americans held in Japan proper. 
This would include men captured 
on Wake and Guam. The indica- 
tion is that they are receiving de- 
cent treatment, but this report is 
being weighed in relation to the 
source from which it comes. 

Japan is a signatory to the 
Hague Convention which specifies 
the conditions under which .pris- 
oners of war shall be kept. In 
Europe neutral diplomats in Brit- 
ain and in Germany have been 
named by both sides to make 
sure that these conditions are 
lived up to. Swiss, Swedes and 
other neutrals visit prison camps 
and then report to the country 
whose prisoners have been in- 
8 ed. 

8* such arrangement has as 
yet been worked out between the 
United States and Japan, Whether 
it will be’ possible to do so is ap- 
parently one of the questions still 
undecided. If a report is made 
public in the near future, it will 
stress the Hague covenant and 
the terms laid down in that inter- 
national agreement. 

Not long after United States 
Army bombers raided Tokyo April 
18, according to reports here, the 
Japanese broadcast. to their own 
people a statement that prisoners 
taken in the course of such raids 
would not be treated according to 
the terms of the international con- 
vention. It is not known publicly 
whether or not any American fly- 
ers bailed out in the course of that 
raid. 

Very few Japanese have been 
taken prisoner and those chiefly 
in the Philippines, who were nat- 
urally released when American 
forces were finally compelled to 
surrender. A few others have been 
taken in chance encounters, Under 
thé Japanese war code officers, 
and even to a certain degree pri- 
vates, feel that it is a degradation 
to be taken prisoner, and they will 
fight to the death to avoid this 
eventuality. 

In the long and fearfully bitter 
war between Japan and China al- 
most no prisoners have been taken 
by either side.

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Survey Points to Power of Assembly Belts of 
America, Vanishing German Material Re- 
serves, Dangerous Political Situation— In- 

dicates ‘Same End as for Ludendorf.’

Hitler’s Enemy No. 1 and Leader of the German Black Front, 


FPTER years of underestimating Hitler the tendency is now to 


overestimate him. A survey of 


Germany's economic, military and 


litical situation points clearly to a condition much more dan- 


gerous than that of the Allies. 


Let us look behind the facade of 


Goebbels’ synthetic confidence to discover why such an undertone of 
hysteria and anxiety characterized Hitler’s recent Reichstag speech. 


On the economic front the food 
shortage has acquired a new 
urgency. This is especially not- 
able in such necessities as bread, 
where the néw rations have been 
reduced from five pounds to four 
pounds six ounces — as compared 


level in 1918. Even this reduced 
ration is subject to a 20 per cent 
cut for “non-important elements” 
in the German population. When 
it is realized that these “non-im- 
portant elements” comprise some 
40 per cent of the German people, 
the seriousness of the shortage is 
seen. For when I recall condi- 
tions in Germany during the final 
year of the Great War, it is certain 
that restrictions have reached a 
point where they are gnawing at 
the heart of the nation. 


Such a shortage, of course, would 
be of less significance if it were 
of recent origin; but it must be 
remembered that these food re- 
strictions have been laid on in- 
creasingly since 1933. 

A growing shortage of labor 
runs a close second to that of food 
in sapping the war potential of 
the Reich. In 1939, there were 
36,000,000 wage-earners. At the 
beginning of the present year, this 
figure had been reduced to some 
24,000,000 by a movement of men 
to the armed forces and by war 
casualties. This is the background 
to the desperate effort of Nazi 
leaders to round up one and a 
quarter million laborers through- 
out Europe. 

It should be emphasized that, 
contrary to popular belief, this la- 
bor shortage does not arise from 
losses on the battlefield, where 
despite the Russian campaign, 
casualties have remained lower 
than in the last war. Each year 
close to 800,000 young men become 
of military age, so that from the 
outset of the war Hitler’s recruits 
have exceeded his losses. 


Can’t Exceed New World. 
"But the industrial power of 
America!—there is the cause of 
Hitler’s labor shortage, Though he 
can never exceed, he must extend 
every effort to keep pace with New 
World production. In this connec- 
tion it is significant that within re- 
cent days Hitler has arrested an- 
other group of industrial leaders— 
including the director general of 
Junkers who is now in the con- 
centration camp at Dachau—be- 
cause they have not been able to 
keep up on production schedules. 

The real cause of the labor 
shortage is not losses in Russia; 
but the assembly belts of the 
United States — creating a situa- 
tion which has forced the Nazis 
to mobilize children from 10 to 18 
years for farm and unskilled la- 
bor. 

But these are Hitler’s last re- 
serves. He can dip no further, 
no matter what demands the fu- 
ture will make, for he cannot meet 
his needs by robbing the cradles 
and rocking chairs of the country. 

Finally, on the economic front 
there is the pressing problem of 
raw materials. Conceiving of war 
in terms of blitzkrieg, it is certain 
that Nazi economic preparations 
were not for more than _ three 
years. Since the middle of 1940, 
Hitler has not been able to re- 
plenish his stores by conquest— 
as he did in the invasion of the 
Netherlands, Belgium and France. 
Further, with the attack on Rus- 
sia last June, ending a period of 
economic collaboration between 
the Nazis and Soviets, the block- 
ade has been rendered almost com- 
pletely effective. The entry of the 
United States into the war, fol- 
lowed by the almost Gniversal sev- 
erance of diplomatic relations with 
Germany by Central and South 
America, leaves the Axis in Europe 
economically isolated to an extent 
perhaps never. before achieved 
with a great Power. 

Under such conditions where 
consumed materials can never be 
replaced, the reserves of Germany 
are vanishing gquickly—and the 
end is as inevitanle as day and 
night. 

His Military Chances. 

Passing from the economic to 
the. military sphere, the spectacu- 
lar nature of Hitler’s success in 
the first 15 months of the war has 
tended to blind us to the fact that, 
since then, he has achieved tac- 
tical victories, but never strategic 


| ones. In 1940 he could not defeat 


Britain. In 1941 he could not de- 
feat Russia, in spite of all his 
tactical success and _ territorial 
gains. Now the question is: Can 
Hitler reach a decisive strategic 
victory in 19427 

In considering the military as- 
pects of the situation it is neces- 
sary to distinguish between the 
Nazi position as an aggressor and 
that of the democracies as de- 
fenders. The aggressor can win 
a decisive victory only if he can 
reach his objective. For Hitler, 
this means that victory is possible 


accurate to state that the democ- 
racies, as defenders, must hold 
their life-lines, and carry on. In 
doing so they shall win the war. 
The defender of a city has won if 
the attacker cannot take it. 
~The decisive spheres for the 
democracies lie in the British Isles 
and the North Atlantic. If they 
win those two battles, Hitler will 
lose though he wins 200 battles. 
For if he cannot take London or 
win the battle of the Atlantic, de- 
feat will come even though his 
troops be in Cairo, in Mosul, even 
in Moscow. 
Political Situation. 
Finally, the political situation. 
Here it is no more encouraging for 
the Nazis than with economic 
and military developments. The 
most constant reminder of man’s 
ability to survive the forces of 
tyranny exists in Europe where 
Hitler has never been able to 
make peace with the peoples he 
has conquered. If he had been 
able to achieve a real collabora- 
tion instead of the subservience of 
Quislings and Lavals, the war may 
well have been over before this 
hour. 
But no nation has accepted his 
rule. It is impossible to win the 
hearts of a people by oppressing 
its body, a self-evident truth which 
Hitler, in his fanatical belief in 
power, can never grasp. 
Even more important than Hit- 
ler’s failure to subdue the con- 
quered peoples, is his equally con- 
clusive, though less evident fail- 
ure, to subdue the German people. 
He could force them to work for 
him, but an over-growing number 
of concentration camps is eloquent 
testimony that he has never 
acquired a final peace with the 
German people. Indeed, he has 
not been able to achieve harmony 
with his army. And in his recent 
Reichstag meeting, he has secured 
formal right for an even more op~ 
tke nity rule of the German peo- 
ple. 
Hitler knows that on the day 
that success — even hollow suc- 
cesses—becomes obviously impos- 
sible even to the uninformed Ger- 
man nation, not only his generals, 
but millions of his people will de- 
sert him. . 
The situation today is quite 
similar to that under Ludendorff 
in 1918. The German armies are 
preparing for their final smash. 
After another hard winter the peo- 
ple are willing to prolong their 
sacrifice only for this impending 
blow. 
Ludendorff’s March offensive of 
1918, until then the* most formid- 
able of history, came close to vic- 
tory—but “a miss was as good as 
a mile.” By Aug. 8, called by Lud- 
endorff the “Black Day,” it was 
clear to German military leaders 
that they had failed. The end 
came so quickly that not only 
public opinion but allied leaders 
were taken by surprise. The far- 
seeing Winston Churchill had just 
submitted a memorandum to the 
Government based on the assump- 
tion that the war would go on till 


‘October, 1919! 


During the next five months— 
months which will be the most 
crucial of the war—the United Na- 
tions must not lose this broad per- 
spective of the war.

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SULLIVAN, Mo, May 16.—With 
the formal dedication next 
Wednesday of ite new ,municipal 
electric plant, the city of Sullivan 
will celebrate victory in a 10-year 
fight for public power. 

Although the people voted al- 
most unanimously on Sept. 1, 1931, 
to issue $80,000 in bonds for con- 
struction of a municipal plant, all 
the devices of litigation were 
brought to bear by the Missouri 
Biectric Power Co., unit in a big 
holding company system, to thwart 
the public power program. The 
power company, which serves sev- 
eral of the smaller cities and 
towns in Southern Missouri, went 
into the courts time after time 
with delaying and obstructing ac- 
tions, but after years of persistent 
and resourceful fighting the city 
won. 

Principal speaker at the dedica- 
tion, which will be held in the eve- 
ning at the municipal auditorium, 
will be Joseph T. Davis, St. Louis 
lawyer, who represented the city 
in the final and successful phases 
of the long legal battle with the 
utility corporation. Davis made an 
aggressive State-wide campaign in 
1988 when he was a‘ candidate in 
the primary against United States 
Senator Bennett C. Clark. 

Among other participants in the 
program will be Mayor John Re- 
bura and the four members of the 
Board of Public Works, Arlie Har- 
rison, Marvin Schiaefer, B. Clark 
and Lester Dill. 

Already in Operation. 

The two big Diesel engines in 
the municipal plant already are 
generating electricity. Workmen 
are changing over the connections 
of dwellings and business houses 
from the distribution lines of the 
power company to those of the 
city. The power company, whose 
franchise runs until 1945, proposes 
to stay in business in Sullivan, but 
city officials say 90 per cent of the 
consumers have agreed to take 
service from the municipal plant. 

One phase of the contest with 
the power company is still under 
way. The city has made provi- 
sion to install in its new power 
building an additional large gen- 
erating unit which would enable it 
to supply elictricity for the Craw- 
ford County Electric Co-operative, 
serving the farms of several coun- 
ties in this area. The Rural Elec- 
trification Administration has 


‘\eagreed to advance funds for this 


addition. The arrangement is de- 
sirable for the city because the 
‘pale of the additional energy 
would put.the city plant on a 
sounder financial basis and the 
extra generating equipment would 
give the plant a wider margin of 
reserve capacity. 

The city has applied for a prior- 
ity rating which would enable it 
to purchase and install the addi- 
tional generator. The power com- 
pany opposes the application, as- 
serting there is no need of addi- 
tional capacity in the area. The 
Co-operative, meanwhile, is getting 
its electricity from two huge port- 
able REA generators installed be- 
side Highway 66 just west of Sul- 
livan.

When the Court a few days later 
granted the petition of the City 
of Sullivan ‘for a new trial of this 
case, the power company filed no- 
tice of appeal to the State Supreme 
Court. The appeal never was per- 
fected. The power company later 
abandoned this particular suit and 
started over again on a new tactic. 

The prolonged litigation caused 
the city to lose a PWA grant of 
$56,250 which was to have been 
used in construction of the plant. 
Pendency of the injunction pro- 
ceedings ade it impossible for 
the city to use the grant within 
the time limit set by the Federal 
Government. 

Missouri Electric Power Co. is a 
subsidiary of the Ogden Corpora- 
tion, the holding company which 
controls Laclede Gas Light Co. of 
St. Louis. Ogden Corporation, con- 
trolled by Floyd L. Odlum of New 
York, is the successor of the bank- 
rupt Utilities Power & Light Cor- 
poration through which Harley L.

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“Tampos.” While they were also 
known as Tempo A, B, C, etc., they 


survived for a long time after 
the war. In fact, when the pres- 
ent war crisis broke, two “tem- 
porary” buildings from the first 
World War were still in use. Now 
they house workers in this new 
and greater war, 

In 1918, for all the talk about over- 
crowding that got into newspapers 
and magazines, Washington Was 
still a comparatively small town, 
Even swollen by the war, the popu- 
lation of the capital was still not 
much above 300,000. Today it is 
close to a million and this does not 
include the outlying suburban areas 
in Virginia and Maryland, which 
have grown amazingly in the past 
decade. This makes for problems 
undreamed of 25 years ago. 

Tremendous Traffic Problem, 

There is a tremendous traffic 
problem that a police force inade- 
quately staffed must struggle with 
day after day. Gasoline rationing 
may somewhat curtail the jam of 
motor cars, but if it does, other 
ways will have tc be found to carry 
workers to their jobs. Taxis, now 
forbidden to cruise, are still fairly 
plentiful, but when they begin to 
go, the crowding on busses and 
street cars will grow worse. Park- 
ing lots are filled 12 to 14 hours a 
day and Washingtonians have the 
experience of driving from lot to 
lot in an effort to find a place to 
leave the car. 

If the police force is inadequate 
to the size of the city, the number 
of hospital beds is woefully scant. 
Hospitalization and medical care 
are two phases of a problem that 
has not been faced up to now by 
Congress, which has the ultimate 
authority over the District of Co- 
lumbia. Even a mild epidemic 
might precipitate a serious situa- 
tion. Every week the newspapers 
report expectant mothers who go 
from hospital to hospital in search 
of a vacancy. The burden on over- 
worked doctors increases as the 
military services draw in more and 
more medical men, In Gallinger 
Hospital, 35 nurses and internes 
contracted tuberculosis because of 
overwork and the overcrowded con- 
dition of the hospital. . 

Long Working Hours. 

For most of the new thousands 
who have core here Washington 
is a dull, workaday city. Long 
hours are the rule, Stenographers 
and secretaries as well as admin- 
istrative officers work until 7 or 
7:30 in the evening and after a 
brief interval for dinner they often 
go on late into the night. Under 
the rules of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, overtime continues to be 
computed but for most civil serv- 
ants it has reached such astronom- 
ical totals that they could not 
hope to be compensated by corre- 
sponding time off. As one work- 
er put it: “I could leave tomorrow 
and on my overtime stay away 
until Christmas but I know that 
I will be lucky to get even a week 
of vacation.” 

The men at the top are com- 
pletely absorbed in their jobs. Don- 
ald M. Nelson, head of the War 
Production Board, remarked not 
long ago that there was only one 
thing he wanted and that was a 
little leisure—just one evening of 
leisure. What he longed for was 
the luxury the average citizen en- 
joys of picking up the evening 
paper, casually scanning the movie 
ads and deciding that maybe he 
would take in a movie. Every 
minute of his time fron{ breakfast 
through until 10:30 or 11 o'clock 
at night is budgeted. Luncheon 
is a conference and dinner is 
likely to be another. If he goes 
out to a public gathering, it is 
ordinarily to make a speech, which 
hardly comes under the head of 
relaxation. 

President Rarely Goes Out. 

President Roosevelt is working 
the same way. He is at the center 
of the far-flung network of intelli- 
gence linking the fronts in this 
global war. Much of his time these 
days is spent in the map room at 
the White House, which is the in- 
ner sanctum, the holy of holies, 
wartime W. n.

of this closely guarded room where 
on maps on the four walls is shown 
the status of the battle in the far 
parts of the world. 

Rarely does the President’ leave 
the White House. The week end 
excursions that once meant 480 
much to him in rest and relaxa- 
tion are infrequent now and they 
are kept strictly secret. Figura- 
tively speaking, he is a prisoner 
of war. As Commander-in-Chief, 
he must make the big decisions. 
The large issues are taken to 
his desk’ and often’ the small ones, 
too. Some of the men around him 
feel that he is chained too closely 
to the vast problems of the war. 
They have urged him to get out 
into the country for the kind of 
trip that was for him a restorative 
and for the people a chance to see 
at first hand the man in the 
White House. - 

Apart from the difficulty of sep- 
arating himself from those tele- 
phone lines that are the nerve 
ends of thé intelligence system, 
the question of his security in a 
time of war would immediatély oc- 
cur to the Secret Service.

Official Passes Required. 

Either official passes or verifi- 
cation with the office being visited 
is required of all persons calling 
at the State, War and Navy de- 
partments; at the Lend-Lease Ad- 
ministration, the Board of Eco- 
nomic Warfare, the Co-ordinator 
of Information and other war agen- 
cies. Callers at the British Em- 
bagsy, which has expanded into a 
series of cliff-like buildings back 
of the Embassy proper, are like- 
wise carefully verified before they 
are allowed beyond the reception 
room.

year will only make a pinhead im- 
pression on the gigantic demands 
of the United States armament in- 
dustry. Brazilian rubber produc- 
tion during 1942—with luck—will 
approximate 28,000 tons, or a 10- 
day supply on the basis of United 
States. consumption of one million 
tons a year, This, however, will 
represent a 9000-ton increase over 
1041, or about 30 per cent. 

By putting a premium on quan- 
tity and quality, experts believe 
Brazil can speed rubber pvroduc- 
tion for 1943 to 45,000 tonsa; By 
1044 it should hit’ 60,000 ton@ and 
cofitinue upward. 

Theoretically, there is no limit to 
Brazilian rubber production. B 
has an estimated 500 million trees, 
of which 300 million are in the 
Amazon Valley. If each tree were 
tapped, yielding a low average of 
five pounds, Brazil would produce 
That, of course, is 
impossible in a short time. The 
present idea is to get as many trees 
tapped as quickly as possible. 

+ $10,000,000 EKarmarked. 

The United States Treasury has 
earmarked $10,000,000 directly to 
foster. rubber production in the 
Amazon. If this amount is added 
to the cost of salaries, travel and 
expenses of high-bracket experts 
from the American Department of 
Agriculture and the United States 
Rubber Reserve Co,, and this total 
is divided by the number of pounds 
of rubber produced during 1942, 
the cost per pound would be fabu- 
lous. 

Because each pound of rubber is 
so valuable, some of the best 
brains in Brazil are working with 
experts from United States indus- 
try and Government departments 
to tap every possible wild Hevea 
Braziliensis that can be reached 
in the Amazon Valley, Acre Terri- 
tory and Matto Grosso. 

The reason is that each pound 
of natural rubber combines with 
two pounds of synthetic to give 
needed elasticity. Thus far chem- 
ists have not developed a synthetic 
rubber that will “jump back” after 
stretching without generating selt · 
destroying heat. 

Threefold Approach, 

The Brazilian Government, with 
United States assistance of money 
and experts in rubber production 
and sanitation, has a threefold 
approach: 

1. A separate department of 
the Government is being organ- 
ized, patterned on the existing 
coffee department, to buy all 
raw rubber from tappers, make 
allocations to Brazilian industry 
and export the rest to the United 
States. — 

2. A gigantic mass colonization 
scheme is being worked out to 
supply labor to the sparsely 
populated Amazon. 

38. How to produce more and 
better rubber is being scien- 
tifically studied. These studies 
center around the work of Dr. 
Felisberto C. Camargo, director 
of the Instituto Agronomico do 
Norte, at Belem (Para), at the 


* mouth of the Amazon. 


For every pound beyond 5000 
tons exported to the United States, 
a premium of 2% cents per pound 
beyond a base price of 39 cents for 
washed Acre fine will be paid the 
Brazilian Government to be passed 
on to the producers, and for every 
pound beyond 10,000 tons exported 
to the United States, a premium of 
5 cents a pound will be paid. 

— Methods. . 

This premium for quality is real- 
ly a bait to make the “seringeiro,” 
or rubber tapper, change his ways. 
For years now, he has been work- 
ing about as follows: A haphazard 
slash at a rubber tree and the la- 
tex oozes slowly into a small cup 
attached to the tree. The seringeiro 
dips a stick into the latex and la- 
boriously twirls it over a smoky 
fire. The latex coagulates slowly 
as the ball grows bigger. It is 
somewhat like the old New Eng- 
land system of 
Every time the latex is sprinkled 
over the ball it grows in size, It 
takes 24 hours to make a fair-sized 
ball of rubber. 

The rolling of rubber sheets, de- 
vised in the Far East, is a smooth- 
er and quicker system. It consists 
of pouring latex into a vat divided 
by slats and coagulating it with

Moisture 
is squeezed out in both cases. The 
rubber sheet, white, or yellowish, is 
then simply hung on a line and 
dried. It can be hung in a smoke- 
house, where it acquires a golden 
brown color and one of the world’s 
worst odors. . 

This sheet is easily packed, does 
not collect. twigs and stones and 
does not need the elaborate wash- 
ing process required by “rolled 
ball” rubber. That ie where the 3 
cents comes in. One has to spend 
almost that amount per pound to 
wash present Braszilian-produced 
ball rubber, ; : 

The price of 39 cents is consid- 
ered the maximum, If higher, 
there might be a tendency on the 
part of the seringeiro to earn too 
much, too quickly, and quietly get 
drunk to forget his miseries. If 
lewer, the price would not be elas- 
tic enough to give the seringeiro,

Supervision of Profits, 

The Brasilian Government is 
working on @ system to supervise 
the profits of each step in this 
rubber production ladder to insure 
that each group, in descending or- 
der, is not squeezed to death by 
the one above, 

Brazilian economists look back 
on their heyday in 1910, when rub- 
ber accounted for 39 per cent of 
Brazil's exports. Prices were fan- 
tastic and quality poor. Brazilian 
production slumped in 1932 to a 
low of 6550 tons, accounting for .04 
per cent of the country’s exports. 


In the years from 1910 to 1932, 
a revolution had taken place in 
rubber production. Seeds, taken 
to the Far East, had been growh 
and high-yielding strains devel- 
oped, so that Hevea Braziliensis in 
Malaya was producing four and 
five times as much as its wild 
cousin in the Amazon. 


How to stage a comeback? 

A tree had to be developed which 
would be a high-yielder of latex 
and also be resistant to the leaf 
spot, a deadly disease attacking the 
rubber tree. That problem is prac- 
tically licked. Dr, Camargo de- 
clared triumphantly the other~ day 
that at the Ford plantation near 
Santarem, a clon (a cultivated 
group of trees) has been developed 
which is completely resistant to the 
common rubber tree diseases. “The 
Ford clon,” Dr. Camargo called it. 

Small Holdings Plan. 

Also some less cumbersome sys- 
tem must be devised for the 
seringeiro than wandering about 
the Amazonian jungle looking for 
occasional trees. Since large plan- 
tations require much capital, Bra- 
zilian experts have now decided to 
foster small holdings. Briefly, it 
consists in a family owning and 
working one to 100 acres.

Strategy is the handmaiden of 
policy, and military decision can 
be reached only as the result of 
political decision. 


Washington Logical Center. 

For practical reasons both ma- 
terial and geographic, it is plain 
that the center of high direction 
for this war must be at Washing- 
ton. This being the case, it is in- 
escapable that the chairman of 
any inter-Allied supreme war coun- 
cil must be the President of the 
United States. This is made 
doubly necessary by the fact that 
Roosevelt has become, in the eyes 
and the hearts of freedom-loving 


people everywhere, conquered and 


unconquered, a personal symbol of 
hope and inspiration. He thus 
brings to the task of inter-Allied 
leadership not only his great abil- 
ities as a commander-in-chief, but 
he gives to that task the elements 
of personal leadership which to- 
gether form, so to speak, the spark 
plug of the powerful and compli- 
cated engine of command.

The number of units was 29 per 
cent higher than in the first third 
of 1941 while dollar volume in- 
creased 7 per cent reflecting a de- 
crease in average unit costs, due 
to elimination of most types of 
new housing outside war classifica- 
tion.

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VACCINATION IS 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 

CHICAGO, May 16 (AP).—Eight 
years of experiments show that 
children can be vaccinated success- 
fully against tuberculosis, accord- 
ing to a statement made public to- 
day at the University of Illinois 
College of Medicine. 

The vaccine is the B. C. G. 
(Bacillus Calemette-Guerin) de- 
veloped at the Pasteur Institute, 
Paris. It came originally from 
cows. The germs of cow tubercu- 
losis were kept growing for 13 
years on a medium of bile and po- 
tatoes, until the microbes lost their 
power to kill guinea pigs, or any 
other animals, or even to give them 
tuberculcsis. 

Then B. C. G. was considered 
safe for human use. It did well in 
France, Rumania, Brazil, Argen- 
tina, Uruguay and Canada. Mean- 
while in the United States the use 
of B. C. G. lagged until 1934. 

In that year, Dr. Sol R. Rosen- 
thal, assistant professor of bac- 
teriology, the University of Illinois 
College of Medicine, brought some 
B. C. G. from the Pasteur Insti- 
tute of Paris to Chicago. 

Three years were spent in exper- 
imerits to learn whether the vac- 
cine would. become virulent. It 
never did so, 

Since then it has been used on 
1000 children in Cook County Hos- 
pital from one of Chicago's most 
congested areas.

HEN the Welsh Company of 
W St. Louis, which in 1941 man- 

ufactured more baby car- 
riages than any other company in 
the world, began its 1942 schedule 
with the mantfacture of war goods 
and Army supplies, in addition to 
sulkies, strollers, and baskets” for 
babies, the company’s production 
manager was neither dismayed nor 
disturbed at the change of pace. 
Of course the production manager 
knew more about baby goods than 
war goods—after all she was the 
mother of three—but being a good 
business woman she'd also learned 


to take things in her stride, 


The production manager who 
‘thus skipped so nimbly from serv- 
ing one kind of infantry to an- 
other is Matilda D. Welsh, and 
the story of how she became pro- 
duction manager, as well as vice- 
president, treasurer, and super- 
visor of a few other man-size jobs, 
is one of those strive-and-struggle 
sagas that are behind most suc- 
cessful women. According to her’ 
it’s neither a secret formula nor 
a trade secret. 

“It was all accomplished through 
plain hard work,” she states flat- 
ly. “I came up the hard way and 
I’m still doing things the hard 


' Way.” 


When she started out in the busi- 
ness world, a girl in her ‘teens, 
her job held little promise of ad- 
vancement to executive status. She 
was a stenographer in a manufac- 
turing company, an inconspicuous 
office toiler hired for the incon- 
spicuous sum of $5 a week. 

“It wasn’t a lot to start on,” she 
said, as we sat in her present vice- 
presidential officé, but gradually 
I received advancement until I was 
able to save some of my salary and 
buy stock in the company and 
have a hand in running things. At 
the time the company was manu- 
facturing sunshades and business 
wasn't just as it should be. The 
entire umbrella business was going 
down, then, so I decided we ought 
to try something new, and hit on 
the idea of making a baby swing.

“After our babies came, ideas 
for new articles to manufacture 
just sprang up,” Mrs, Welsh said, 
“until now we make all sorts of 
things, auto seats, auto baby beds, 
nursery seats, play seats, and from 
15 to 20 different kinds of car- 
riages. We even make a baby 
carriage for twins, and it’s amaz- 
ing the number of twins’ carriages 
we've had orders for this year, 
Before the outbreak of war, we 
were shipping to Canada, Mexico, 
and Cuba.

HERE was an elderly professor 
here at Tabor College, self- 
assigned to say grace at meals, 

whe a habit of turning it into 
a prolonged prayer. The students 
didn’t like it. They got together 
and hit on a plan. to stop it. On 
of them, with ministerial aspira- 
tions, was assigned to.take over.

Tabor College is for boys like 
that. A boy can’t get ia unless he 
showed at high school that he 
didn’t have what it took—high 
schocl requirements being what 
they are. If he just barely squeezed 
by in the lower quarter of his 
class, there’s a place for him at 
Tnbor. That is the only kind that 
this college takes. It takes them 
in the belief that, though they may 
be slow, they’ve got what it takes 
—just give them time and a chance 
to try it again and they will come 
through, : 

When Dr. O’Brian was in the 
first World War, getting over a 
shot in the knee, he hobbled ont 
day to the Pasteur Institute in 
Paris and saw there the framed 
diploma of Dr. Paul Ehrlich, giv- 
en to him by the University of 
Zurich, apparently with some mis- 
givings, for these words were writ- 
ten across the face of it: “Granted 
with the express understanding 
that this diploma shall never be 
used to obtain a license to prac- 
tice medicine because of the poor 
scholarship of the recipient.” This 
was the man who became a great 
bacteriologist and discovered sal- 
varsan, nicknamed “606” because 
it was the 606th compound that he 
had tried. 

That inscription hit O’Brian be- 
tween the eyes. Here was a man 
who was such a poor scholar that 
the world had to be warned against 
him, but look what he did and 
how he did it. All that he needed 
was time to try, try again. On his 
606th try he made his great dis- 
covery. : 

O’Brian had no reason to be in- 
terested on his own account. No- 
body had ever warned the world 
against him because of his poor 
scholarship. He was a Phi Beta 
Kappa with an A.B. degree from 
DePauw University, later to re- 
ceive his M.A. in bacteriology and 
Ph.D. in education from North- 
western University. He ,couldn’t 
forget, though, that inscription. 
How many other poor students 
were there in the world who might 
nave in them the stuff out of which 
great men are made? 

From time to time he checked 
over some of the men who; were 
marginal students or flunkers — 
Thomas Edison, Einstein, Henry 
Ford, Upton Sinclair, and, yes, 
Gary Cooper, a queerly assorted 
lot, but the queerness of the assort- 
ment had a significance of its 
own. It showed that among the 
boys who flopped at school were 
some whose individuality survived 
the smothering effects of formal- 
ized mass teaching. These, and 
others, were strong enough to fight 


their way to the top. But what. 


of the many others who, because 
they were not good in high school, 
gave up and quit trying. Some day 
he would give those boys a break. 

- Now: that he is giving them that 
break he likes to tell, with 
chuckles, of the call he made on a 
man who made a great success as 
leader of a branch of healing. He 
told the great man what he was 
trying to do. “Wait a minute,” 
said this man who had made a 
great success in life.

ACK sens the war, Dr. O’Brian 
taught psychology at Grand 
Forks, N. D., and was presi- 


dent of Morningside College at- 


Sioux City, Ia, for six years. 
In the college he saw hun- 
dreds of boys fail to meet the 
requirements of an educational 
system which he felt was a fail- 
ure itself in that it did not take 
into account the differences in 
boys. Many of those who failed 
were promising boys, with initia- 
tive and enterprise. Their only 
fault, if it was their fault; was 
that they did not hold their own 
in competition with brighter and 
quicker boys. It wasn’t fair, but

The only other condition was that 
none would be accepted who had 
been a disciplinary problem, or 
who had any official record of sé- 
rious misconduct. 

For his faculty of six men and 
three women, Dr. O’Bridn selected 
teachers of long experience who 
shared his conviction that. some 
methods of'teaching had failed and 
were eager to try. others. 

The old-fashioned liberal. arts 
curriculim was adopted, ‘with 
changes to suit the changed objec- 
tives. The: aim of the old liberal 
arta course was to turn out preach- 
ers, teachers and other ornaments 
for the.learned professions and a 
residue for business careers. The 
aim of the new college was to turn 
out graduates who would be useful 
in business and industry. In line 
with that aim there would be no 
Latin..or Greek... Instéad there 
would be Spanish as a compulsory 
course and French, Gérman . or 
Portuguese as an. elective ‘second 
language.

grammar as such, with conjugation 


of verbs and declination of nouns, 
and no vocabulary drill with mem- 
orizing of long lists of words.

remedial course, stressing correct 
spelling and the.use.of short, clear 
and coherent sentences. Fluency 
in speech and writing would be 
emphasized. - Mathematics would 
be of the statistical and account- 
ing varieties.. The rest of the 
course would. follow. traditional

With the curriculum. lined up, 
and. some. financial. support in 
sight, the word went out during 
the summer to the high school stu- 
dents who had graduated in June 
in the lower one-fourth. bracket

In all things the students have 
the greatest freedom. It is im- 
pressed upon them that Tabor Cél- 
lege has education for them, but 
they have to get it. It is not go- 
ing to be handed to them in a 
Classes’ are informal. 
There are no classes at all in 
English composition. The teacher 
meets her students occasionally 
in a social way. They sit around 
and talk and the teacher makes 
notes of the grammatical errors. 
The students who make them are 
not corrected in the presence of 


_ the others. Later the teacher hands 


to individual students .memoranda 
of their mistakes, to be corrected 
by them without assistance. The 
most frequent mistake is the use 
of the nominative instead of the 
subjective case for the personal 
pronoun. “I” and “me” exchange 
places when they shouldn’t “It 
don’t” is a frequent. mistake. 

It is in the written work that 
the students have to be good. All 
papers are handed first to the 
teacher of English, who grades 
them on grammar and spelling. If 
errors are found they are marked 
but not corrected. It is up to the 
student to find out what is wrong. 

In English a student cannot get 
a grade unless his spelling is 99.6 
per cent correct. If more than one 
word in 300 is incorrectly spelled 
the student is required to rewrite 
the paper, making the necessary 
corrections without assistance. 

An ex-président .of a state uni- 
versity, “looking over the written 
work of the students, said it was 
the best freshman English that he 
had ever seen.

R. O’BRIAN was slightly con-

Spanish. 

Teachers are expected to give a 
great deal of individual attention 
to students. Dr. O’Brian believes 
that it is because.of the lack of 
this that boys come out of high 
school in the lower-quarter brac- 
ket. That and the schedule which 
is based on the speed of the 
brighter students. and doesn’t take 
into account the: slowness of the 
others. It is the time element that 
Dr. O’Brian quarrels with. ~Most 
intelligence tests,’ he says, are 
based on’ the speed with which 
material is mastered. He doesn’t 
believe there is any correlation be- 
tween the speed with which a per- 
son learns to do something and the 
use to which he puts that knowl- 
edge. Take typewriting. One boy 
may master it in three weeks. An- 
other may take six months. But 
the first may never be anything 
but a stenographer, while the sec- 
ond may become a writer. “We 
don’t care how long it takes,” he 
says. “All that we ask of our 
students is that they try and, if 
they fail, try again.” <

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The Screen — 
Two Great Stories 


Two Good Movies. 


By Ellwood Douglass 


EADERS of books have opportunity this ‘week to —— 
R what happens when a topnotch book is put into the hands of top- 

notch men and women of the screen. Two opportunities, in fact— 
“Tortilla Flat,” based on John Steinbeck’s story, at Loew’s, and at the 
Fox, “In This Our Life,” from the Ellen Glasgow novel which won the 
Pulitzer prize a week or so ago. | 


For some readers the experience may be an exercise in self-control. 
But for most readers, and for an obvious majority of the screen audi- 
ence—from reactions at the first St. Louis showings—it’s simply a 
chance to see a pair of swell movies, The old argument about books 
made into moving pictures probably can’t be settled; but perhaps even 
the most ardent bookworm (count me in) has something to learn from 
these audiences, and perhaps there is something to say for a movie's 
excellences in its own right, as well as those it may merely transmit 
from a work in a different field, 


The first thing to say, of course, Is that the fields are different. 
Each has its own facilities, its own limitations. No moving picture 
is likely to convey all the subtleties a novelist can pack into 400-odd 
pages. But neither is any novelist going to give you, in his cold print, 
all the nice things a movie has to offer. For instance, a couple of hours 
with Hedy Lamarr right before your eyes. 


Some of the limitations, such as this fact that even the handsomgst 
book type can’t possibly look like Hedy, are inherent in the medium. 
On the screen side, there’s the point that a movie cannot follow 
out all the devious threads'a novelist can leisurely unravel for his 
readers, but has to select one and stick to it. It must be conceded that 
some of the conventions of the screen are artificial, and not inevitable. 
There are the reliance.on types and the insistence on stars, for exam- 
ple, with the whole tendency to artistic inflation, not only in plot but 
in all the surroundings of plot, in which it figures. But speaking of 
artistic inflation, perhaps one could find a novel or two with long- 
drawn subtleties which haven't been subtle outside book covers for 
qjuite a while. 


Bette's Screen Wickedness, 
Morgan's St. Bernard Beard 


HE Danny of the “Tortilla Flat” at Loew’s doesn’t wind up any- 
thing like the way Steinbeck's Danny did (though he’s played by 
John Garfield), but yet this end for Danny and his house seems fit- 
ting, on the screen. The humble Pilon of Tortilla Flat makes almost as 
many concessions to the great Spencer Tracy of Hollywood as Tracy 


. |. does to him, but yet Tracy, straying through diverse errors of evil and 
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righteousness, at length nears the wholly satisfying harmony that is 
Pilon. 

The five dogs of The Pirate (Frank Morgan), who slept in a 
chicken house because they liked it, show signs of pedigree that might 
have dismayed their master, but each of the five has the personality he 
knew—and cunningly Morgan has been endowed with a beard that 
suggests a sixth; probably part St. Bernard. The goodness and beauty 
of Tortilla Flat is not that of Hedy Lamarr, glamour girl, or Dolores, 
the good influence. But it is that of Hedy Lamarr, actress, caring 
for the possibly lesser things that make her Dolores a human being. 


If something yet is missing, the amazing thing is that so much is 
here. The only evidence this viewer knows that such imponderables 


as this lost gentleness can be captured more than momentarily for the 
screen is “The Harvest” and “The Great Beginning.” They were done 
in France and Russia, respectively, where the demands, the faults and 
virtues are not those of Hollywood. But Hollywood is not without its 
moments of this virtue,*too. There were the drifting leaves of Stein- 
beck’s own “Of Mice and Men.” And there are some in “Tortilla Fiat.” 

Bette Davis’ “In This Our Life,” at the Fox, is not, like Miss 
Glasgow’s, the story of all the Timberlakes, or even of Asa, the father, 
and Roy, the possible daughter, but of Stanléy, the impossible sister; 
that is, of Miss Davis. It's not just a matter of the star system, how- 
ever—the cast is full of stars; but the screen necessity of selecting one 
thread from the novel’s complex skein and sticking to it. Miss 
Davis is it. 

The revised ending follows, I think inevitably, from that; and so 
does the fact that Craig Fleming can’t remain anything like the hope- 
less creature of the book. Craig simply has to let Stanley’s deadly 
touch fall on her own life and not, for a second time, her sister's and 
his own. For the screen, it’s Stanley's story, not Roy’s.

ORE important than the details is the pgint that a book is one 
M thing and a movie another, and perhaps neither needs be ap- 

praised on the other’s standards. On this basis, two fine books 
have provided material for two outstanding pictures, and the darkening 
of one first-run theater for a while seems, this week at least, 
only to have made the others shine the brighter. Perhaps the pictures 
we'll miss are largely those we can do without.

MOTION PICTURE made under other demands, with other faults 
A and virtues than those of Hollywood, may be seen for the first
